They stopped at the 
door of the hall, looked in, saw that the 
meeting had not begun, and went on down to 
fa saioon on thecorner.

‘*Go in there and tell Donovan I want to 
see him,’’ said Secretary Brennan to the 
Sergeant-at-Arms. 

Vice-President Donovan left his seatand 
came out without hesitation. 

**] understand that you have been saying 
that I said l could buy the Irish vote of this 
ward fora keg of beer,’’ tecretary Brennan 
said, threateningly. 

Vice-Presiacent Donovan looked at the three 
angry faces of the _ brothers, and 
thouuhtit best to temporize. ‘‘No,’’ said 
he, ‘‘that wasn’t what you said.’’ 

‘*What did I say?’’ demanded Brennan. 

**You said we were nothing but a little 
strip of Irish down here, and whenever you 
wanted you could come down here and take 
us all into camp.’’ 

‘*Well, you xo in there, and say that to the 
club,’’ Brennan insisted. 

**All right, I will, and I’ll tell them what 
else you said, too.’’ 

. Brennan then senta message to President 
O’Conneil, askingif hecould make an ad- 
dress? 

‘*Tell him yes,’’ replied the President, so 
loudly that all the club heard him, ‘‘if he’ll 
do it ina gentlemanly way.’’ 

GILBERT AS A MEDIATOR. 

**Let’s goin, boys,’’ said Brennan to his 
brothers when he got that message. At this 
Hugh Brady, who had been sitting with his 
friend, McGroarty,in the hall, xot up and 
went out, approaching the carriage where 
Commissioner Gilbert sat. They talked for a 
minute and the Commissioner called to Sec- 
retary Brennan: 

**Oh, Jim, come here.’’ 

Secretary Brennan went out to the car- 
riage and the Commissioner tried to effect a 
reconciliation then and there between him 
and Brady, but with {ll success. The mem- 
bers of the club near the door heard him say: 

‘‘Oh, come, now, Hugh, shake hands with 
him and let by-gones be by-gones.’’ 

Secretary Brennan came back to the door 
and he and his two brothers crowded it, 

**Come in and sit down,’’ said Sergeant. 
at-Arms O’Oonnell. 

THE BRENNANS DRAW PISTOLS. 

They did not move, and the Sergeant-at- 
Arms repeated his request. The next in- 
stant the club members, disturbed by the 
loud talking, saw Tom Brennan

President 
O'Connell threw himself toward the door, 
and got in a solid blow on Secretary Brennan. 
The Sergeant-at-Arms was struggling with 
Tom brennan and Charley brennan 
was striking right and _ieft. The 
members left their seats in a body 
and rushed at the Brennans, ere | 
fighting mass of menintothe street, Secre- 
tary brennan disengaged himselfand getting 
into the middle of the street drew 
a revolver and threw it down on 
the crowd.

The crowd surged into the room again, 
Vice-President Donovan at the head. ‘*You 
did say, Jim Brennan, that you could come 
down here with the Republican votes 
you got from Henry ©. Meyer and 
do us all up,’’ shouted the Vice-President, 

**You’ra liar!’’ shouted Brennan. 

Just then President. O’Connell, who had 
been away looking for a pistol, came run- 
ning back. He jumpedon the platform and 
hammered with the gavel. 

**Boys,’’ he called tothe club, ‘‘the Bren- 
nans have come down here to break up this 
club, andit’s now adjourned. We’ll meet 

next Monday night, and I 

you all to come and 

your guns. The police won’t 

give us any protection, and we’ve got to 
protect ourselves, ’’ 

There was running in and out, ht rene | 
and shouting while he spoke, and many.di 
not know what he was saying. As he 
finished, the crowd started for the out- 
sid® again, swearing vengeance on the 
Brennans, but not one of them was there. 
The policemen said they had gone home, 
Tom Brennan withacut head, and Charley 
in nearly as bad a condition. President 
O’Connell took the Sergeant-at-Arms home, 
The young man had a wound on 
his head that looked asif he had been hit 
with the barrel ofa pistol. The other mem- 
bers stood about theclub housetill night, 
talking of the fight, and planning to turn the 
place into a fort hereafter. 

BRENNAN GUNS AND PI&TOLS. 

Vice-President ;iDonovan said to-day: ‘*It 
was an outrage. The men in our club are not 
cowards. They areall plucky young chaps, 
but they fight like men when they 
want to fight, and not with 
pistols. Brennan, I suppose, was after me. 
During the O’Connell fight Brennan asked me 
one day why the club had tndorsed O’Con- 
nell. 1 sa:d it was not because we liked 
O’Connell, but because the administration 
was against him, and we were fighting the 
administration, 

‘**Why, whatdo you fellows down there 
amount to, anyway?’ hesaid. ‘I can go up 
to Henry C. Meyerand get enough Repubil- 
can votesto offset the votesin your little 
Irish strip, any day, andif we want to we 
cancome downto your precinct with our 
guns and pistols and do you all up.’ 

***You had better not be doing so much 
talking about guns and pistols,’.I told’him.

WERE HUNTING THF MAYOR. 

Assistant City Counsellor Macklin was 
asked to-day how he and Commissioner 
Gilbert happened to beat the club meeting. 

**It was a mere acciient,’’ 
said he. ed | intended to 
go to the meeting, and was »n my way there 
when I met Gilbert. He was hunting for the 
Mayor on some business, We wentto Dr. 
Lewis’, where we heard the Mayor was, 
and then came down to ae =saloon. 
We heard there that the Mayor 
was likely to be at the meeting with 
Brennan, and we went up there. I got out 
and wentinto the hall, leaving Gilbert in 
the carriage. When the fight started I 
jumped up and tried to get out on the street. 
I didn’t see any pistols, but I heard men Call- 
ing tothe police to take the pistols away 
from somebody.’’ 

JOHN E. O’BRIEN’S ACCOUNT, 

John. E. O’Brien, a member of the Execu- 
tive Committeeof theclub, wasaneye wit- 
ness to the disvracefulaffair. He wasseen at 
his place of business on North Second street 
by a Post-DISPATCH reporter this afternoon, 
and gave his version of the fight: ‘*I had 
heard early in the day that an attempt would 
be made by the Brennans to 
break up the meeting, but I 
paid no attentionto it, forlI did not think 
the push would undertake suchathing. At 
9:30 o’clock, however, while Mr. Bullock was 
speaking, I was positive that.anattack would 
be made upon us, for looking out the door 
Isaw ‘O. K. Jim,’ Tom and Ed Brennananda 
lot of hoodlums. sefore we could prepare 
for the attack some one on the outside 
walked upto John Connell, who was stand- 
ing in the door, and dealt hima blow on the 
head. He was then caught by the 
moband dragged outintothe street. This 
wasthe opening of theexcitement, anda 
dozen or more rushed out into the. street 
where Jim Brennan was found, surrounded 
by the push, flourishing his revolver. At 
about this time the officers, who, by the 
way, we had asked tobe present to protect 
us during the meeting, came running up and 
made an attempt to disperse the crowd. 
Sergt. McKenna was the first to arrive, 
and he asked who it was that was 
fiourishing that pistol, Some gentleman 
pointed to Jim Brennan with the remark: 
‘There is your man; arrest him, officer,’ In- 
stead of arresting him heturned away with 
the remark that Brennan had a permit to 
carry a pistol and he had no right to arrest 
him,.’’ 

SECTETARY BRENNAN’S STATEMENT. 

Secretary Brennan was recounting the 
events of the nighttoa group of admirers in 
the Mayor’s office to-day when a reporter 
saw him. ‘‘Ildon’tknowanythingaboutit,’’ 
l'wasn’t:there,’’ he said, when the subject 
was broached tohim, He was told thatthe 
story was known and then made a state- 
ment,

Every State In The ‘Union Repre 
sented at The Gathering. 


A SWELLING WAVE OF ENTHUSIASM 
IN DEMOCRACY’S CITADEL. 


The League Meeting a Pronounced Suc- 
cess—President Chauncey Black’s Elo- 
quent Introductory Speech Heartily 
Responded To—Resolution Of Sympa- 
thy For Mrs. Harrison’s Affliction 
Passed Unanimously—Letters of Re- 
gret—Business Transacted. 


New York, Oct. 4.—The quadriennial con- 
vention of Democratic Clubs held in. the 
Academy of Music, New York city, though 
shorn of some of its contemplated features, 
including the monster street parace, was an 
enthusiastic and successful gathering. Four 
thousand badges were issued to delegates 
representing every State inthe Union, This 
was the seating capacity ofthe theater, but 
arrangements were made to throw open 
Tammany Hall, adjoining the Academy, 
for an overflow meeting. The galleries 
and the stage were gayly fes- 
tooned with national flags and heroic 
sized crayon portraits of the Democratic Na- 
tional candidates appeared on each side of 
the main stage entrance. The bandof the 
Ninth New York National Guard Regiment 
was stationed in the gallery, 

Massachusetts filled the first four rows to 
the left ofthe parquet, with Indiana 4n the 
post of honor tothe right. Connecticut and 
West Virginia following. New York occupied 
the center of the orchestra circle, fanked by 
Pennsylvania and New Jersey. Ali the dele- 
gates wore handsome badges. The pros- 
cenium boxes were ._— set apart for 
distingushed visitors. Box ‘‘A’’ was as- 
signed for the guest ofthe day, ex-President 
Cleveland, and to the Vice-Presidential can- 
didate, Adlai E. Stevenson, who, however, 
was not present. Another distinguished 
absentee was Gov. Flower, to whom box 
‘*B’’ had been allotted. The National Com- 
mittee, represented by Chairman Harrity, 
Hon. Don M. Dickinson and Wm. D. Whitney, 
were in box ‘‘C.’’ Other boxes were set 
apart for Lieut.-Gov. Sheehan, Mayor Grant, 
Richard Croker of the State Committee, 
Hugh McLaughlin and other notables. 

Among the early arrivals were Pennsyl- 
Vania, 250 strong, and Maryland,. with 117 
delegates headed by ex-Congressman Kush. 
AS the Maryland men came in the band 
struck up ‘‘My Maryland’’ and the crowd 
yelled, redoubling their efforts in this direc- 
tion when the Virginia men marched in to the 
tune of ‘‘Dixie.’’ Shortly after 10 0’clock a 
second band marched in and took position 
back of the dress circle and made the theater 
ring with the baby song from ‘*Wangz,’’ 
which was sung so often in the Chicago Con- 
vention to the words ‘‘Four years more of 
Grover.’’ There were quite a number of 
ladies in the boxes and, though the proceed- 
ings were late in opening, there was no lack 
of life and preliminary amusement. 

Precisely at 10:50 ex-President Cleveland 
entered at the left wing, escorted by Chaun- 
cey Black, President of the League, and Hon. 
D. H. Washington, Chairman of the local 
committee. The whole audience rose en 
mass to receive him, and a pandemontum of 
cheers and coliege yells was raised, to which 
the bands contributed. Mr. Cleveland stood 
for some minutes, untilthe enthusiasm sub- 
sided, and as be took his chair ‘‘Three cheers 
for the typical American, Grover Cleve- 
land,’’ were called for and given with a 
will, Without further preliminaries, Prest- 
dent Chauncey Black called the convention 
to order and proceered with the welcoming 
address, as follows: 

PRESIDENT BLACK’S ADDRESS. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE CONVENTION:—We assemble 
in this, the first Quandrennial Nationa 
Convention of Democratic Clubs under 
circumstanoes the most auspicious, Never 
before within the memory of this generation 
has the Democratic party gone into battle in behalf 
of principles at once so vital and so “= defined 
and never before has such a magnificent organiza- 
tion as this appeared to support them. Not only are 
the standards which are lifted before 
our host in this last great strug- 
gle for the redemption of the land, inscribed 
with those very legends of liberty which inspired 
our forefathers, but they are worn by candidates 
worthy of the best days of the Republic, as demo- 
cratic as the greatest Democrat, as pure as the pur- 
est patriotinour history. In Cleveland and Steven- 
son we follow leaders who typify the spirit of Amer- 
ican institutions—men who in personal character 
ana public service are not surpassed bythe noblest 
statesmen of any age. Theissuesof the-campaign 
are plain. The misnamed Republican party—feder- 
alist to the heart’s core,federalist in every tradition, 
method and purpose—proposes a government, which, 
regardiess of the limitations of the constitution, 
shall systematically employ the power of taxation to 
seize the hard-earned substance of the people, and 
turning it over bodily toa favored few, maintain an 
aristocracy of stolen wealth, equally spurious and 
ruthless as the only governing and only profiting 
classin this, the boasted republic ofthe earth. It 
is mot a free party; it is not a party 
of free men; it is the bond servant of an 
aggregation of monstrous business monopolies, 
combined to gather private riches by 
public action. A coarse, greedy, remorseless 
oligarchy, the latter advanced the money; but a 
small percentage of its own gains lent tocorrupt the 
legislation of 1888, and immediately demanded an 
usurious return upon the infamous and calculated 
investment in the increased taxes imposed by the 
McKinley bill, and the passage by a treacherous and 
recreant House of a force billintended to keepit in 
perpetual power in defiance of the. suffrazges of the 
people. So close is the cvalition between the com- 
bined monopolies and the party confronting us, 
that the leaders ofthe latter, mere agents of the 
former. dare not even pretend to disguise it. 

In platform and candidates they admit it, and in 
1888, for the first time in American history a polit- 
fcal party found itself so dependent upon the 
monopoly monsters of its creation as to be compelled 
to announce the unheard-of doctrine that tariff 
taxes might be laid with a sole view to defeat public 
revenue and thereby to advance private interests at 
the common expense. Their system, well illustrated 
in the McKinley bill, wrings increased and increas- 
ing taxes from the people, but it carries the pro- 
ceeds to the private coffers of its favorites and not to 
the common treasury. 

Such isthe character of government proposed by 
ouropponents. Itis not free government por con- 
etitutional government, nor does if pre- 
sent any likeness whatever the 
limited government which our forefathers supposed 
they had established. It is tyranrgy, pure and sim- 
ple, controlled by no principle and restrained by no 
limitation except the abliity of ap abused people to 
pay. The power of taxation, thus perverted to pri- 
vate gain, is the most tremendous power confided by 
a free people to their servants, and we have ina all 
the history of our race endeavored to confine and 
limitits exercise so that it might serve the State 
without pillaging the citizen. Given this power 
without restraint, andthe mea who possess it are 
masters, the people are slaves. He who can take the 
earnings of a man owns the man, and in just so far 
asthe American people are taxed to-day for pri- 
vate, as against public purposes, are they slaves and 
not free men. : 

Shall we be free—shall we hereafter enjoy our own? 
That is the simple question tobe de termined by the 
approaching election. We deny the Fright of 
the Federal Government tax one man or 
one class of men for the benett of another. We 
deny its right to take a single d 
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those specified inthe charter. When the Chicago 
platform denounces ‘*Republicen protection’’ not 
merely as an economical frand and a general public 
robbery, but as an unconstitutional sessault 
upon the reserved rights of the  peo- 
ple, it but reiterates an automatic 
Democra fic principle, a femiliar Democratic tradi- 
tion, a simple truth taught and sanctioned by every 
Democratic statesman from Jefferson and Jackson 
to Tilden and Cleveland. The power to diserimin- 
ate between American industries and American 
citizens, to set off classes which shall be favored and 
classes which shali not be favored, to protect one at 
the expense of another, tolevy a tribute upon the 
many fot the benefit of the few, is a power ungranted 
and therefore forbidden. Though it were the best 
economy instead of the worst, though it 
might be the wisest exercise of the power 
of adespotor of an oligarchy, itis inadmfssible in 
any Republican system, and especially is it inadmis- 
sible ina Republican system whose written consti- 
tution plainly excludes it, precisely asit excludes 
every other ungranted power. The inflexible Demo- 
cratic rule of constraction is furnished by the tenth 
amendment, suggested by the immortal Jefferson 
himseif, and incorporated with the constitution by 
the wise forethought of the generation which framed 
it: **The powers not delegated to the United States 
by the constitution. and not prohib by it to the 
States, are reserved to the States respectively and to 
the people.’’ ' 

No such power as that claimed by our adversaries 
and exercised in the passage of monepoly protective 
tariff laws, discriminating in favor df some at the 
expense of all, is delegated or even could have been 
delegated to the general government. Had it been 
proposed, had it even been vaguely foreseen asa 
remote consequence of possible misconstruction, 
the constitution could not have been adopted. 

The great and primary object of the formation of 
the Union was the attainment of free trade among 
the States and the largest liberty of 
trade abroad. Would it be otherwise to- 
day? If the forty-four American States were this 
morning assembled in convention to form a federal 
compact would they tolerate foran instant, as an 
original propesition, the granting of a power in 
virtue of which a manufacturing or a capitalist class 
might by thecorrupting use of money or even by 
force of numbers in the general Legislature, estab- 
lish exclusive monopolies or lay the agricultural and 
industrial classes under direct tribute to them- 
selves? No people on earth free and uncoerced 
with their eyes open ever conceded a power 60 ter- 
rible and so certain to be abused, 

When Mr. Hamilton proposed, in the Washington 
Cabinet; that some industries might profitably be 
encouraged by a discriminating tariff tax, Mr. Jef- 
ferson said no; the assumption of the power would 
be a monstrous usurpation; if the Gouernment can 
do thatitcan doanything. If it can tax to promote 
one interest it can tax to promote another; if it can 
transcend the Constitution for this purpose it can 
transcend it forany, and the difference between ex- 
ceeding and observing the charter in the vital mat- 
ter of taxa'ion is the difference between limited 
and unlimited government, between a republic 
and a despotism. 

From that day to this the Democratic view has un- 
dergone nochange. From Jefferson to Cleveland 
there has heen no moment when this great party of 
the constitution and of liberty, whether a majority 
oraminority, has not stood steadfastly for a 
taxes and equal opportunities toall. Our trade,ifke 
our speech, our press, our persons, fs of right free, 
exeept in the tribute jawfully yielded for purely 
public purposes. If we have surrendered 
a nominated portion of our liberty 
to trade it was im the concession of 
a like portion of other natural rights, 
sclely and purely for the support of the general gov- 
ernment, whose every object was specifically enum- 
erated and aefined. All else was reserved and it was 
so held by the fathers of the party, of the Republic 
and of the constitution. Westand ready, waiting and 
willing to contribute to thatendin taxes upon our 
commerce, as in similar taxes upon the returns of all 
our ihdustries. Butthus far the government may 
constitutionally go and no farther. Beyond that 
tariff taxation is robbery and as indefensible as 
plain confiscation. 

It wasinfull view alike of this right and of these 
limitations that the platform upon which Mr. Jeffer- 
son was elected—the first Democratic platform—de- 
clared for **free trade with all tations, entangling 
alliance with none,’’ and that the Chicago platform 
--the last Democratic p/latforrt--egéia invokes the 
solemn obligations of the constitution, spurned and 
dishonored by modern federalism for more than a 
quarter of a century of shameless scrambling 
by favored classes for the private spoils 
of federal taxation. Freedom of trade, 
the natural right of all men, for which menin every 
age have been ready to struggie and to die,for which 
our forefathers fought and which they believed they 
had won, is justly restricted in this Jand of constitu- 
tional liberty only >y the supreme necessities of our 
government. Democracy would make it freer— 
freer, however, only as those necessities permit— 
keeping ever in view the natural liberty of the citi- 
zen together with the actual needsof the adminis- 
tration. Itis hardly necessary to say that since the 


inaugural address of the first Democratic President, 


there has never been civen te the American people a 
more accurate and luminous exposition of -this fun- 
damental principle of our party and cf the Federal 
Constitution than that coutained in the latest de- 
liverance of the last and the next Democratic Presi- 
dent. 

The tariff question, to be largely determined in 
November, is a great one, becauseit involves the 
difference between a free people and an enslaved 
people. But there is a greater—a greater because it 
includes the tariff question. Once deprived of the 
right of free election the inhabitants of the States 
would sink into absolute subjection. The force bill 
was the product of wicked and deliberate conspiracy 
between the’ monopoly oligarchy and its political 
servants in Congress. it was devised with satanic 
ingenuity to.keep the parties to the conspiracy in 
power, inspite of the popular will, tocrowd every 
election precinct with their partisan agents and to 
saddle their campaign expenses at the rate of ten to 
twenty millions per annum upon the federal treas- 
ury. Under this law they might have piled tax 
upon tax, grasped subsidy after subsidy, 
re-filled and re-looted the treasury time and again 


without fear of the yerdict of the ballot boxes, 4 


which they had thus contrived to smother. And 
such was their avowed purpose, ‘*The force bill,’’ 
said the principal organ of the Republican party, 
edited by its present candidate for Vic e-President, 
‘‘carries withigits embrace a hundred McKinley 
vills.’’ The Republican candidate for President 
has never wayered in support of it. Re-elect him 
and put at his back a Federalist Congress, and the 
right of free election will be cloven down, in order 
that the people’s pockets may be continuously rifled 
of untold mi'lions which never reach the treagury, 
but pass direcly to the already bursting coffers of the 
monopolies and trusts. ’ 

Liberty—civil, industrial, commericial liberty—in 
all forms and all relations, is a pure blessing. In 
Ameriea we have surrendered only that small por- 
tion of it which is necessary for the security of the 
whole. Letus keep inviolate what remains, and re- 
cover what has been unjustly and unlawfully filched 
from our hands by corrupt and reckless miscon- 
struction of the Constitution under which these 
States are uhited. 

So-called ‘*‘protection,’’ that is Federalist-Re- 
publican-monopoly protection, is utterlv un-Ameri- 
can, and utterly foreign tothe genius of American 
institutions. Itsimportation here to serve the pur- 
poses of an un-American party, whether known as 
Federalist or Republican, has crippled our 
industries, arrested our commercial progress, 
discouraged and harrassed the masses 
of our people. A curse in the home 
of the laborer, 4 blighton the fields ofthe fermer, 
a hindrance tothe merchant, an injury to every 
citizen and every classsaye the few who enjoy its 
unjust profits, letus not hesitate to strikes fair 
blow anu prostrate it forever. 

The election of Cleveland and Stevenson with «a 
Democratic Congress is withineasy reach. Ever 
since 1872, @ majority of the American people have 
been with us. We have only, to poll the Democratic 
vote in November, and the beneficient revolution 
will be accomplished. That weare resolved to do 
soandthat we have the means at hand todo so, 
this mighty assemblage, gathered fromevery por- 
tionofthe country is ample evidence. A Demo- 
cratic society in every voting precinct will readily 

oll every Democratic vote. That and that alone 
srequired. Letus separate here, resolved under 
the timely instructions of our national committee to 
complete the organization and thustoinsure the 
victory.

PRESIDENT AND GENTLEMEN—I¢t affords me 
especial pleasure to extend to you on this occasion a 
hearty welcome. Asa citizen of this proud munic- 


ipality Iam glad to assure you that our hospitality is |. 


always open and generous. In behaif of a commu- 
nity, distinguished for its Americanism and tolera- 
tion in all matters of belief and judgmeut, 1 know I 
may extend a cordial greeting to those who here 
represent political thoughtfulness and sincerity. 

As an unyielding and consist ent believer in Demo- 
cratic principles, I trust I need not hesitate to pledge 
to the representaiives of organized Democracy the 
good will and fraternal sympathy of this Democratic 
city. 

Your meeting is the council of war which precedes 
a decisive battle, ana your deliberations should be 
the preparation for stormy conflict. All your 
weaponsand all your equipments are soon to be 
tested. You have organized and labored and you 
have watched and planned to insure your readiness 
for the final engagement now near &t hand. 

This then is no holiday assemblage, but an im- 
pressive convocation in furtherance of the designs 
and purposes for the accomplishment of which you 
and those you represent are banded together. 

‘These designs and purposes, as declared by your 
association are: The preservation of the Constitution 
of the United States; the autonomy of the States; the 
self-government and freedom of elections; opposi- 
tion to the imposition of taxes beyond the necessities 
ofthe government, economically atiministered and 
the promotion of economy in all branches of the 
public service. 

These professions embody the purest patriotism 
and the loftiest aspirations of American citizenship, 
though atall times they should suggest to us the 
strongest obligation to political effort, their motive 
force as incentives to political activity and watch- 
fulness should be irresistible ata time when the 
Constitution is held in light esteem as against 
the accompiishment of selfish purposes, when State 
boundaries are hardly a barrier to centralized power, 
and when local self-government and freedom of 
elections are the scoff of partisanship. Those who 
subscribe to the creed of this association and make 
any claim to sincerity, can hardly excuse themselves 
for lack of effort, ata time when the necessities of 
the government economically administered haye but 
little relation te tavation of the people. and when 
extravagance in the public service has become a con- 
tagious plague. 

To those who hope for betterthings this conven- 
tion of Democratic Clubsis a bright promise of re- 
form, Unorganized good intentions, andidle and 
patriotic aspirations cannot successfully contend 
for mastery with the compact forces of private in- 
terests and greed, noris the organization always 
the most useful which has the widest extent. The 
real benefit of political organization is found in its 
nearness to the people andin the directness of its 
action. Of course harmony and unity of purpose 
are absolutely essential. 

In this view, your assembling together is most im- 
portant, in s9 far as it promotes this harmony and 
unity by conference and a consideration of methods, 
and in so far as it inspires that zeal and enthusiasm 
which will make more effective your work at home. 

Therefore, lam sure that iI can say nothing better 
in taking my leave of you, than to wish that your 
convention may be a most profitable and encouraging 
one, and that at its conclusion you may resume your 
placegin your home organizations, newly inspired 
to determined and zealous effort in the cause of true 
Vemocracy.

JOPLIN, Mo,, Oct. 4.—A terrible tragedy oc- 
curred last night in front of the Club Theater, 
just after the close ofa performance by the 
*‘*Hustler’’ company. Inthe audience were 
John Manning and Miss Annie McKee of 
Belleville, a mining suburb. As they 
came out of the house W. D. McBride, also of, 
Belleville, stepped up to themand plucking 
the girl by the arm demanded that she go 
with him, At the same time he drew a Colt’s 
navy, and as Manning jumped away fired at 
him, The sidewalk was crowded with people 
and at theinstant of firing Miss Della Owen 
of Grand Falls stepped in range of the revol- 
ver. The bullet crashed through her 
brain, emerging at her left ear, and then 
Cuta hole through Manning’scoat, grazing bis 
right shoulder. Miss Owen died instantly. 
McBride attempted toshoot Policeman Stout, 
but after a struggle he was overpowered and 
taken to jail. Later he was removed to 
Carthage to prevent probable lynching. 
Manning had supplanted McBride in the 
affections of Miss McKee, and he went to the 
theater with the deliberate purpose of killing 
Manning.

The 
wounded man fell. Arnold gave up his 
weapon to an approaching officer and is now 
in jail. Parker is shot in the bowels and no 
hope is entertained for his recovery. Oscar 
Arnold has heretofore been considered an 
exemplary young man. The tragedy pro- 
duced great excitement, owing to the popu- 
nt bag prominence of the parties con- 
cerned. 


FATAL FEUD.

Pilgrims En Route to the Tomb of St. 
% Sergius. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—The Standard’s corres 
spondent at Moscow says: ‘‘Thirty thousand 
pilgrims have started from the Kremlin for 
Troltsa to celebrate the fiVe hundredth anni- 
versary of the death of st. Sergius. 
They are accompanied by 1,000 of 
the clergy bearing sacred symbols 
and images. The pilgrims are  pass- 
ing the nightin the village of Mitischiki in 
the openair.

For three miles along the 
road the pilgrims are huddled together in 
groups, sleeping on sacks of broken bread.

PETERSBURG, Oct. 8.—Cholera rages to 
an alarming extent in Saratoff, ‘‘ambouff, 
the Don region, Pultowa lio Lublin, In Sara- 
toffabout 400 new cases and 300 deaths are

According tothe 
latest official reports, 17,701 cholera cases and 
7,536 deaths have occurred here since the first 
appearance of the disease.

THE TARIFF BURDEN 


It Is Responsible for Judge Gresham’s 
Defection. 


ANOTHER CONVERT COMES FROM THE 
ADMINISTRATION RANKS, 


Lucius Crooker, a Life-Long Republican, 
Will Cast His Vote for Cleve'land— 

‘ Gen. Sickles Defines His Attack of 
Mugwumpery — Republican Marshals 
Will Oversee Indiana’s Election. 


SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Oct. 4.—As Judge Allen; 
ofthe United ttates District Court,was about 
taking the train yesterday evening for Cairo, 
to hold a session of court there, the Post- 
DISPATCH representative asked him if it were 
true that Judge Gresham expressed himself 
to him as determined to vote the Democratic 
ticket this fall. 

‘*] do not wish to be expressly interviewed 
on that question,’’ said the Judge, ‘‘but 
nevertheless Judge Gresham told me in my 
own house on the evening of his departure 
for Chicago, after holding court here, that 
he wouid vote for Clevelanhd.’’ 

‘*In this determination ts there any pique 
on the part of the Judge toward the Presi- 
dent?’’ 

‘*‘None whatever, If he has any animosity 
toward the President, and, mind you, I do 
not say that he has, nor has he expre¢ssed 
himself as entertaining that kind of 
a feeling, itisnotupon sucha ground that 
he will vote against him. He has hada well 
settied feeling fora long time back that the 
tariff principle of the Kepublican party was 
altogether wrong, and upon that principle 
solely will he vote against the lresident.’’ 

**Will he vote the stralzht Democratic 
ticket, including the President and all the 
others?’’ 

‘‘ThatIecannotsay. Idid not inquire Into 
that. When he was at my house we dis- 
cussed matters closely, but I cannot give you 
what transpired between us, Suffice It to say,¢ 
asihave told you, that he would not vote 
for Harrison purely on account of his posi- 
tion on the tariff, as well as the position of 
his party. : 

‘*} wish I could tell you more,’’ said the 
Judge, after a little hesitation, but it Is 
enough to gcnow thatapartfrom any feeling 
he may have towards the President, if he has 
any, it is the tarif€ question that con- 
trols his action.’’ 

In this connection it may be stated that 
a prominent politician from this city was in 
Chicago the other day and hearing that a life- 
long Republican like Lucius Crooker,a prom!- 
nent man from La Salle County, intended to 
vote the Democratic ticket, he asked 
Judge Gresham what he thought of it. 
The. Judge said, in substance, ‘‘And 
so Crooker is Weil, 
Il am not surprised , it is the 
tarif? and 1 am heartily glad that he has 
taken tnis step. It is something that Iada- 
mire and indorse, and I will do the same 
thing myself.’’ 

Crooker ias beena prominent politician in 
the State for years—nota politician only look- 
ing after loaves and fishes and nothiny else, 
but a man of brains and energy and expres- 
sive views. He has served the State well in 
the legislature, always taking the highest 
possible ground in the interest of the people, 
He has been respected by both Democrats 
and Repubiicans,and now that he has cut 
adrift from the party which he has 
so faithfully served causes much more than 
ordinary comment. 

It is no idie tale to say that the Republican 
party is dismayed. Judge Altgeld might be 
disposed of personally as a candidate for 
Governor, but the deepundercurrent of feel- 
ing cannot be so easliy got rid of. The fife 
and drum and marching clubs have been 
relegated tothe rear, It isa period of calm, 
when thought takes the place of elamor. 
Why do the Republican State officers flock to 
gether and ali appear on the platform 
at the same time in every city and 
hantlet which they visit? It is 
the need or mutual support, the 
necessity Of presenting a bold front to the 
enemy. The speeches are stereoty ped—per- 
haps mostof the Democratic speeches are 
aiso—and the daily reports bring in a reitera- 
tion of the same argument. Lifeand death, 
politically spea«ing, are in the struggle, and 
the contemplation of a long line of office- 
holders and their attendants marching down 
the stone steps from the State-house to the 
cold world beyond is not a mental theme for 
the encouragement of enthnsiasm. That is 
the sum and substance of what the contem- 
plative officials of the State-house say them- 
selves. They do not like the outlook, but 
they are preparing to grin and suffer. 


A SORT OF MUGWUMP. 


GEN, SICKLES SITTING ASTRIDE THE POLITICAL 
FENCE.

Thiz hope has been based on published re- 
ports of Gen. Sickles’ speech tohis boys of 


e Third Army Corps at their recent reunion 
in Washington, Inthe speech Gen. Sickles 
was reported as comparing the war records 
of President Harrison and Mr. Cleveland 
much to the disadvantage ofthe latter and 
advising his comrades of the G. A. RK. to sup- 
port Mr. Harrison, 

There have been stories 
the effect that his speech would le printed 
and circulated asa campaign document by 
the Republican National Commitiee after its 
revision by Gen, Sickles. 

**There was nothing of a political charac- 
ter in that speech,’’ said the General! last 
night. ‘*My only reference to Gen. Harrison 
was not as the candidate of the Kkepublicans, 
but as a soldier and as Presidentof the 
United States. Neither candidate nor party 
were mentioned, and political significance is 
given tothe speech only by its adaptation to 
them. There was no shorthand report of my 
speech taken, and the only one I have seen is 
arather incomplete and somewiiat inaccu 
rately written report sent me by President 
Richardson of the Third Army Corps Associa- 
tion. It was sent me for revision inthe 
archives of the association.’’ 

Referring agan to the rumors that he might 
take the stump ior Harrison, Gen Sickles 
said: *‘For the first time I find myselfa sort 
ofamugwump. Ilook with serene indaliffer- 
ence upon political parties and partisan con- 
tention. No Ishall not goon the stump for 
either candidate.

I went 
out through the State with Hill in 1588 and at 
Cleveland’s request. fe had found some 
trouble to handle the old soldiers and he 
thought I could assist in Keeping them in 
line. I found them all giad enouxh to see me 
wherever we went, Dut they could pot be 
shaken from their determination to vote for 
Harrison.

DOES NOT PROJECT. 


Dr. Taussig’s Defense of the New Union 
Depot Building. | 


~ 


HE CLAIMS THERE IS NO VIOLATION OF 
THE ORDINANCE. 


The Agreed Line Only Encraoched Upon 
by Some Ornamental Work— Members 
of the Board of Public Improvements 
View the Matter Differently aud Say 
the Building Must Be Set Back. 


At the meeting of the Broad of Public Im- 
provements this morning, Street Commis- 
sioner Murphy madea report to the effect 
that from information furnished his office 
and according to the plansof the proposed 
new building for the Union Depot 
on Market street between Eighteenth 
and Twentieth streets, the Depot com- 
pany were violating the provisions 


or the city ordinance. The report was re- 
férred to the Committee on Streets. he al- 
leged violation, according to the report, is 
that the entire building does not se§ back 
forty feet from the original sidewalk and 
that the additional fifteen feet of street 
which the depot company was to have dedi- 
cated will be obstructed by the proposed ap- 
proaches to the second floor of the new Union 


Depot. 
DR. TAUSSIG’S STATEMENT. 

Dr. Taussig, President of the Terminal 
Railway Association, when seen this morn- 
ing explained the position of the railroads as 
foliows: 

‘*The city ordinance requires the depot 
building to be set back forty feet from Mar- 
ket street. Itis our opinion that we have 
complied with that provision of the ordli- 
nance. The building as designed has a front 
of 450 feet of which front perhaps 300 to 350; 
feet are exaetly forty feet distant from Mar- 
ket street. This constitutes the line of the 
building. The projections beyond it 
are the beautiful porte cochere and the circu- 
lar walks which extend from the Market street 
line to the ornamental projection which 
graces the main front and leads to the grand 
waiting-room. Tbere are also two small 
tower projections, which, however, do not 
intrude more than about five feet upon the 
40-foot line. 

**It is our opinion that these projections do 
not constitute a violation of the ordinance, 
inthe sense ‘that they do not belong to the 
house-line or building proper. There are 
numerous instances where property is laid 
outand sold under the condition that resi- 
dences should be set back a_ certain 
distance from the street.’This, however, 
does not prevent them from building long 
sweeping stoops and staircases, verandahs 
and small projecting towers in the excluded 
space, This wasthe theory upon which the 

lans of the architect were approved, and 

ad been submitted to the Board of Public 
Improvements in their fullest details more 
than a year ago, and upon this theory all the 
contracts were let and ali the excavations 
made, and the line of the shed, 
and the distances between it and 
the end-house, the front walis and the ap- 
proaches forthe public, have been laid out, 
and they cannot be changed without de- 
stroying, not only the entire beauty and har- 
mony of the design, but also its usefulness 
for the public. 

‘*fhe Board of Public Improvements is 
composed of gentlemen who have a fulil ap- 
preciation not only of what is dictated by 

ublic necessity, but also of the possibilities 
ct architectural designs. 1 am sure that 
they have no inclination to throw any ob- 
stacles in our way, except what they may 
consider themselves officially obliged to do 
under a forced construction of the law. We 
take the ground that these projections are 
exclusively for public convenience, designed 
to give the public freer access to the building, 
and are therefore a part of the public street. 
If the board considers otherwise, it will be 
simply a question of construction of tiie let- 
ter of the ordinance, and if need De the pas- 
Sage of anamendmenttoit. Lam sure that 
neither the board northe Council will want 
to have the whole bullding stopped, andI do 
not anticipate any trouble.’’ 

Several members of the Board of Bublic 
Improvements, who were informed of Dr. 
Taussig’s statement, were very emphatic in 
expressing their views. 

President Burnett said: ‘‘There are al- 
ready two large iron posts in the line of the 
present sidewalk and as, under the terms of 
the ordinance, the sidewalk should be 
fifteen feet wider than at present, 
these will form a_ serious obdstruction 
as I understand they areto support the ap- 
proaches tothe building. The company can 
conform tothe terms of the ordinance and 
they must doit.’’ 

The Street Commissioner said: ‘‘Fifteen 
feet of unobstructed sidewalk must be added 
to the present sidewalk to fulfill the terms of 
the ordinance. The companycan run their 
approaches tothe second story by making 
them paralleltothe main DBuilding and not 
infringing on the limits of the proposed new 
sidewalk. 

Sewer Commissioner Southar,d the third 
members said: ‘‘I have not looked into it yet 
but from what I understand the depot people 
are not complying strictly with the terms of 
the ordinance and I will vote every time to 
make them ao this.’’ 

Some of the other members take a more 
liberal view and think thatif the obstruction 
is nothing more serious than mentioned in 
Dr. Taussig’s statement, that work on the 
building should not be delayed.

Board of Public Improvements. 

The Board of Public Improvements metthis 
morning, President Burnet presiding and all 
members present.

THE SMITH MYSTERY. 


The robbery of the city treasury bya 
man named Smith through a Mayor’s re- 
mit, promises to gointo history as the 
most remarkable of criminal mysteries. 

Developments instead of illuminating 
darken and deepen it. More astonishing 
even than the unknownness of Smith is 
the fact that although unknown and se-

But these prosecutions are not designed 
to vindicate the law. Their sole purpose is 
by a judicial juggle to attach to the lighter 
offense a penalty prescriked for a heavier. 
The Homestead affair was a free fight be- 
tween two opposing private interests, Al- 
though the letter of the law may bein-+ 
vokéd against the strikers who may thus 
be found guilty of resistance to the con- 
stituted authorities, the fight was essen- 
tially a rough-and-tumble in which the 
workingmen were guilty of no offeuse 
which has not been committed a thousand 
times in similar circumstances and which 
has never before been dignified with a title 
so swelling and impressive as treason. 
Workingmen are tobe taught that they 
must not strike. They are to learn that 
the administration of the law is in ‘‘safe’’ 
hands, inthe handsof men more devoted 
to the rights of property than to the rights 
of men,and thatthe propertied class is 
somehow possessed of privileges not en- 
joyed by mere men, 

This amounts to saying that the State 
and the privileged class are to be identified 
as oneand thesame thing. An offense 
against a holder of privilege is an offense 
against the State. These prosecutions are 
not susceptible of any other interpretation. 
It is a crass absurdity toconcede that there 
is any sincerity in the proceedings from a 
legal point of view. The government of 
Pennsylvania is merely a tool of men 
determined to establish themselves firmly 
in possession of privileges for the granting 
and protection of which the State itself 
exists. They do not care for the forms of 
law. One is as serviceable to them as 
another, provided they have its adminis- 
tration in their own hands. Just now they 
are intent upon establishing a few facts, 
expecting that out of the facts will grow a 
legal theory amply sufficient for their pur- 
pose. If they succeed in bending the law 
in these cases they will be one step nearer 


| their objective point.

NAPOLEON'S PAINTED FACE 


| Zola’s Charge That the Emperor Made 


Use of Rouge Before Sedan. 


From the London Telegraph. 

On the declaration of war against Prussia, 
th MM. de Cassagnac, and Michell threw 
Own their pens for the 4word, and enrolled 

themselves as volunteers in the First Regi- 
ment of Zouaves. Both were personally known 
to Napoleon III., who saw them almost every 
day,and now these two distinguished qau- 
thorities have come forward to traverse the 
inference suggested by M. Emile Zola in 
**La Debacle,’’ that Napoleon IIL, at Sedan, 


had resorted to a cosmetic to impart 
unnatural rosiness to his complexion. M. 
Zola describes the Emperoras having glow- 
ing cheeks, and adds, ‘*Assuredly he had his 
face painted.’’ M. de Cassagnac has em- 
phatically stated that during his close asso- 
Clation with Napoleon before the battie he 
never noticed a trace of paint on the imperial 
countenance, and in this denial he is corrob 

orated by M. Kobert Mitchell, who ‘deciares 
his certainty that the then ruler of the French 
people used no pigment whatsoever during 
the operations leading to the capitulation of 
Sedan, The question, although intrins!i- 
cally unimportant, very curious, 

inasmuch as this is not the 
first time thatthe change of complexion of 
the son of Queen Hortense has been madea 
matter of public discussion. The anonymous 
writer of that most entertaining medley, 
‘*The Englishman in Paris,’’ who first met 
Prince Louis Napoleon at the Hotel du Rhin, 
Paris, in 1848, has plenty to say about the 
personal appearance of the then pretender 
to the French throne, He describes his 
heavy brown mustache, his thin lank hatr, 

his aquiline nose and grayish - blue eyes, and 
the general impression which the features of 
the Prince gave him of being an habitual 
opium-eater; and oplum-eaters are assuredly 
not, asa rule, persons ofaruddytint. Pro- 
vokingly enough, the Englishman has noth- 
ing tosay touching the Prince’s tomplexion 
at this stage of his career. 

The late Mr. Kinglake has, on the other 
hand, a great deal tostate touching the facial 
hue of the Third Napoleon. In his prologue 
to the history of the Crimean war the writer’ 
describes the Emperor as apt, on days of 
areas peril, to turn facially green, and on 

this circumstance he founded the ‘opinion 
that the Emperor, either at the period of the 
Coup d’Etat or on subsequent occasions as 
momentous, did not, so far as could be 
judged from his appearance, suggest the 
conclusion that he wasa manof exceptional 
courage. It is said, indeed, that when Na- 

oleon III. read the first volume of Mr. 

‘inglake’s history, he observed with a 
smile to one of his confidants. ‘*This,’’ 
pomatene to the sea-green passage, **mus} 

ave been written by a woman;”’ and ry ir 
English French journalists of the period did 
not scruple to insinuate that Mr. Kinglake’s 
strictures on the personal appearance of the 
Emperor were due to the inspiration of an 
Egeria well known in Parisian society, who 
hated the Third Emperor as bitterly as the 
first one had been detested by Mme. De Stael. 
The autbority, however, of the historian of 
the Crimean War was naturally so highly 
valued in England that the story of the KEm- 
peror turning green on days of battle or 
revolution obtained universal credence aud to 
some extent it was used to bolster up the 
avsurd accusation of personal cowardice 
which the uitra-Republicans constantly 
brought against their imperial foe. It re- 
mained foran illustrious surgeon, not long 
deceased, to point out the indubitable verity 
that a man has no command over his blood, 
although by exercise of his will he has 
every command over his muscles. Mean- 
while it must be frankly admitted that in 
circumstances of emergency the features of 
Napoleon ILI. did assumea pecullar hue; the 
color was certainly not ruddy, nor wasit 
swarthy or sallow; it was a curious leaden- 
gray. But that such a leaden- gray had noth- 
ing to do with the Emperor’s capacity for in- 
curring danger without waverMmmathere is on 
record, first, the observation of the distin- 
guished Engiish medical man to whom allu- 
sion has been made and, next, the personal 
testimony—not by any means exclusively 
that of MM. De Cassagnacand Mitchell—of 
people who had constantly been close to the 
Emperor and whe had observed his physical 
mien from the early stages of his career to its 
mournful and inglorious close. He was un- 
doubtedly as brave as his uncle, the great 
Napoleon, who, by the way, was frequently 
accused in the English press of being 
an abject coward. The harum-scarum 
adventure of Strasburg and the madcap 
escapade at Boulogne showed that poltroun- 
ery was not among his shortcomings; and 
aithough, as Mr. Kingslake would have us 
believe, Napoleon Ill.turned green at Sol- 
ferino and \iagenta,thereis plenty of ev!l- 
dence from eye-witnesses who were near to 
the Emperor throughout those momentous 
batties to show that wnatever tint the face 
of the Emperor took it was certainly not a 
verdant one. As to Sedan there isthe fur- 
thertestimony of Princess Mathilde, who 
declares that she never told any one that the 
Emperor was in the habit of using cosmetics. 
Since the appearance of M. Zola’s stutement 
she has questioned persons who were at the 
battle, and they all asserttwat ‘‘the legend 
is absolutely faise.’’ The Princessadds: ‘‘I 
cannot believe that, even witha god inten- 
tion, he could have employed that actor’s 
trick under such grave circumstances, ’’

“Obey” in the Marriage Service.

At the recent general conference of.the 
Methodist Protestant Church at Westmin- 
ster, England, the word ‘‘obey’’ was stricken 
out of the marriage service.

tinues. ‘ihe husband is very little indebted 
to the words of the marriage service 
for his headship of the household. It its 
because he feeds and clothes his wife 
and has the veto power over all her wishes 
so faras they involve the expenditure of a 
dime, that he is master. It was a graceful 
and suitable thing for the English Metho- 
dists tostrike the word ‘‘obey’’ outof the 
niarriage ritual, but nationalism will do more 
—it will strike the necessity of obedience out 
of the married state and put an end tosexual 
servility in or out of matrimony. It seems to 
us that however women can afford to differ 
about other things they should allagree in 
being Nationalists and in praying for the 
coming ofthe day when they shall receive 
the freedom of the nation,

BY RAIL TO JERUSALEM. 


Whistie of the Locomotive Mow 
Heard in the Holy City. 


From the London Dally News. 

The first locomotive from Jaffa has arrived 
at Jerusalem. Inthis event we havea new 
and ample text forthe preachers. The asso- 
clations of the Holy City and its contact with 
the rallway system is something incongruous 
tocontemplate. It will be sufficient to excite 
the wrath of Mr. Ruskin, as it must appear 


to him to be a greater sacrilege than that of 
the British tourist shooting on Mount Sinal. 

Letters received from Jerusalem 4 the 
Palestine Exploration Fund, dated the 22d 
ultimo, announce that the locomotive had 
reached the city onthe previous day. Trains 
are not yet running, Duttherails have been 
laid down all along the line, andour Paris 
correspondent says that the line, which is 
being made bya French company, will be 
opened on the 20thof this month. The ter- 
minus is unfinished; it will be on the west of 
the road to Bethlehem, not farfromtbe south 
end of the Montefiore Alms-houses. The Waal 
Rababeh, perhaps better known as the 
Valley of Hinnom, will separate the rail- 
way station from the town;and it will thus 
be about half a mile from the Jaffa gate. 
Luckily the Temple site, with Gothsemane

Between Great Monarchs. 


PRIZES TO BE AWARDED TO AUSTRIAN 
AND GERMAN OFFICERS § 


The Kaiser Declares That the Increase 
Ie a Measure That Will Make for 
Peace—Bismarck Is Declared to Be Op- 
posed tothe Plan~—Royalty Preparing 
to Celebrate. 


Bentiiz, Oct, 4.~The German FEmperor’s 
last public duty before he leaves for Vienna 
on a Visit tothe Emperor of Austria will be 
the reception of the Austrian officers who 
start on a long distance ride from Vienna to 
Berlin. The Emperor of Austria willat the 
same time receive the German officers who 
start to-day on horseback from Berlin for 
Vienna exactly at the same time when the 
Austrian horsemen leave their home. 

The prizes with which the officers will be 
rewarded at the end of their long ride are 
characteristic ofthe sovereigns whose pres- 
ents they are. Emperor Francis Joseph’s 
prize isa beautifal silver statuette, repre- 
senting an Austrian mounted officer on a 
pedestal of ebony. 

William of Germany confers upon the 
Austrian officers a silver bust of his august 
self rising above a silver pedestal in Rococo 
Style. This pedestal again rests on a square 
of red marble from German Africa and below 
this is a foot of green marble. About a hun- 
dred officers leave both cities. Each horse 
must be ridden oor led the whole 
distance. Attendants and grooms are allowed, 
but they must travel by train carriage or bi- 
cycle. The distance must be covered in six 
days. There are no favorites and fifty to one 
is Offered against the feld. Thefirst man in 
wins 2,000 marks, the second 10,000. 
There are seven prizes, the lowest 
being 1,500 marks. The Emperors’ prizes 
will be awarded by lot. The race is open 
only to officers serving in the Austrian and 
German armies,the horses to be the property 
ofthe riders. Therace is exciting been in- 
terest in militia circles. 

Emperor Willlam’s ear is again the subject 
of diplomatic discussion. From Parts comes 
the report that the Emperor’s physictans 
propose an operation similar tothe one per- 
formed at Hubertusstock, last spring. The 
Emperor suffers severe pains in the head, 
has a painfalinfammation of the chords of 
the neck below the ear, and is nervous be- 
yond the endurance of his family. It ts said 
that the operation will be performed at 
Rominten. 

The peace strength ofthe German army is 
to be increased by about 95,000 men, at an 
annual cost of 80,100,080 marks. This large 
addition to the army, though It is consequent 
to 2 certain extent upon the prac- 
tical adoption of a two _§ years’ in- 
stead of a three years’ term of ser- 
vice, will necessitate a much larger an- 
nual contingent being Grafted tnto the ranks 
and looks ominous for the peace of Europe. 
The Emperor protests thatin increasing the 
army he is actuated by the best of motives, 
and that he is most 1nxious for the preserva- 
tion of peace. This he believes will best be 
maintained by being prepared for war. Be- 
sides in its peace army France outnumbers 
Germany by 25.000, and on war footing by 
340,000. This scheme creates much Irritation 
in Germany. Bismarck ts opposed to It. 

Royalty is preparing to celebrate two grand 
festivals this month. On next Wednesday 
the Grand Duke and the Grand Duchess of 
Saxe-Welmar willentertainat their golden 
wedding the Grand Duke and the Grand 
Duchess or Baden, the King 
and Queen of Saxony and rep- 
resentatives of all the smaller German 
States. The Emperor may return from his 
shooting box, Rominten, in East Prussia, to 
attend the festivities. Three months ago 
the Czar indicated that he might be present 
but in view of the strained relations between 
him and the Emperor this plan 
has been given up. The Grand Duke 
Viadimir wiil probably represent the 
St. Petersburg court. The celebration 
will last several days. The King and Queen 
of Greece will hold their silver wedding at 
Athens, three weeks later. This will not be 
such an elaborate function as the Welmar 
affair. Among the guests will be the King 
and Queen of Denmark, parents of the King 
of Greece. There will be anational demon- 
Stration in Athens, a city exhibition and 
illluminations and fireworks. 


THAT MEXICAN DUEL, 


THE AFFAIR CREATES A GREAT DEAL OF COM> 
MENT AT THE CAPITAL. 


CrTry oF MEXIco, Oct. 4.—There is much ex- 
citement in Government official circles here 
over the duel which took place last Sunday at 
San Lazara between F. Munoz De Cote and 
Japun Trejo. The affair o? honor was a bloody 
one, both parties receiving serious wounds. 
The National Congress two years ago passed 
a law strictly prohibiting duels in the repub- 
lic, but notwithstanding that fact two ofthe 
seconds in the recent engagement are 
members of Congress, and helped to 
frame the law which they so 
fiagrantly violated. They are the Hon. 
Ignacio DeLatorre, who acted as one of the 
seconds to Munoz DeCote, and the Hon. Fran- 
cisco Mejla, who seconded Trejo. It ts re- 
ported here to-day that President Diaz 
has ordered them both to be expelled from 
their seats tin Congress and that the princi- 
pals in the duei will be arrested and tried for 
theirtoffense as soon as they sufficiently re- 
cover from thelr injuries.

WHO OWNS THE TWINKLER+} 


Distinguished Astronomers Quarreling 
Over a Satellite. 

San Jose, Cal., Oct. 4.—The following com- 
munication, from Prof, Barnard, concerning 
the discovery of Jupiter’s fifth moon, Is fur- 
nished the press: 

‘*My attention has been calied toa tele- 
graphic dispatch going the rounds of the 
press to the effect that Mr. Cartright of De- 
troit bas presentedaclaim forthe fifth sat- 
elMtte of Jupiter, backed up with affidavits of 
a startling nature. I have already, in an ar- 
ticle published Sept. 25, shown the folly of 


such claims, if for no other reason than the 
fact that this satellite can only be seen with 
the giant telescope of the world. 
None of these claimants bave 
ever been heard of before in con- 
nection with any astronomical work, 
good, bad or indifferent. I only notice this 
claim of Mr. Cartwright’s because a state- 
ment is made in the dispatch referred to that 
is as detestable asit is contemptible and re- 
quires reply. Ihe dispatch says: ‘It would 
seem apparent that letters sent to observa- 
tories, at any rate that one sent to Lick Ob- 
servatory, directly inspired the discovery of 
the fifth satellite by Prof. Barnard.’ 
the dispatch I would say that up to the pres- 
ent moment any letter ever sent to Lick Ob- 
servatory by Mr. Cartwright has never been 
seen or even been heard of by me, andl 
know nothing, absolutely nothing, of the ex- 
istence of any such letter, I have no doubt 
that every observatory of any -conse- 
quence in the worid has dozens of such 
letters in its files with claims about a 
mythical planet within a couple of degrees of 
Uranus, and with a satellite up near the 
north pole of the heavens inted out by a 
spirit on the star Vega, and the discovery of 
double canals on Mars with the naked eye, 
‘In connection with my statement of the dif- 
ficuity of seeing this satellite with even a 
ed telescope, 1 am sure Prof. Young, $0 
wellknown to everybody, will pardon my 
quoting from a letter just received from him 
in reference to the discovery. His instru- 
ment at Princeton is the third largest in 
America. It is a 23-inch Clark telescope, and 
is as perfect aninstrument ascan be made. 
He writes: ‘‘I tried my best to see the satel- 
lite, but without success. I have sopesess 
that the telescopes at Washington, 28-inch, 
and Charlottesville, 25-inch, with mine 
here, 23-inch, are the only ones 
in this country which would have the least 
chance of being able to seethe object.
